Students meet with President Lane Glenn to discuss arts

On Monday April 23 four stu- 
dents met with President Lane 
Glenn as ambassadors of the stu- 
dent body to discuss the future 
of visual and performing arts at 
Northern Essex. These students, 
Hannah Benning, Leah Mahoney, 
Nathan Miller and Abbey Tannatt, 
aimed to shed light on the reasons 
behind the decline of support for 
many of the humanities programs 
at the college in recent years. 
Students also sought to uncover 
what plans the school’s adminis- 
tration had in place to support the 
arts going forward. 

“IT had to take the opportu- 
nity to stand by my major and 
see Lane Glenn’s side because I 
know how much he does for this 
school and how much he tries to 
make this school for everyone,” 
said NECC Student Government 
Association President Nathan 
Miller. 

A year ago The Observer pub- 
lished an article detailing North- 
ern Essex’s budget cuts and pro- 


gram eliminations. This article 
was many students’ first indica- 
tion that the arts, humanities, 
and performing arts were declin- 
ing on campus. The dance and 
theater programs were severely 
impacted, losing both subjects 
as a major and experiencing new 
budget deficits. 

“When I first started here I re- 
member reading the newspaper 
article explaining that the theater 
degree was cut. I was initially up- 
set due to the fact that I wanted to 
be at a school where the arts are 
represented,” said student Abbey 
Tannatt of the news. . 

However, the school’s pres- 
ident and holder of a theater 
doctorate, Lane Glenn, made the 
order in which cuts were made, 
clear. He referenced paralegal 
studies as an example, a once 
popular NECC major which was 
cut before any of the arts were 
touched. He pointed to a nation- 
wide trend of students’ educa- 
tional interests, “students have 
been shifting away from human- 
ities and towards STEM majors,” 
said Glenn, a member of the 


STEM advisory council (appoint- 
ed by Gov. Charlie Baker and Lt. 
Gov. Karyn Polito in 2017). 

Another important factor 
Glenn acknowledged was the 
decline in overall enrollment. 
“There are 2,400 fewer students 
today than there were five years 
ago,” said Glenn. This decline is 
true for most community colleges 
in the area, many of whom do not 
offer majors in the arts. 

“Now we have fewer than 
5,000 students, that’s a big deal.” 

In response to the falling en- 
rollment the college called upon 
an independent organization to 
do an audit. This investigation 
produced a list of suggestions for 
Northern Essex, some of these in- 
cluded cutting or limiting spend- 
ing for certain programs or other 
areas of spending. 

“Tt’s all based off of enroll- 
ment because if we don’t have 
students there, we don’t have the 
money to keep a major going,” 
said Tannatt after hearing the 
president’s thoughts.

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Why hate speech 
restrictions dont 
work in the United 


States

Amidst a fractured culture, it 
may seem an easy and prudent 
solution to restrict the public dis- 
course. It may seem a solution to 
punish those who would spit vit- 
riol and spite, so as to maintain 
decorum in the public sphere, 
and return to a state of civilized 
discussion. Campuses, com- 
munities and businesses across 
the country have attempted to 
restrict everything from public 
displays, to social media posts, 
to speech between people. This is 
not only ineffective for mending 
divides and encouraging coop- 
eration, such restriction is also 
toothless when put up against 
the First Amendment of the 
United States Constitution. 

The Supreme Court of the 
United States has been called 
upon to weigh matters of hate 
speech versus free speech in 
many significant cases, and the 
verdict has often been that it is 
unconstitutional to silence even

Thoughtco.com has assembled 
an excellent list of Supreme Court 
cases pertaining to hate speech, 
and it is from this list I will draw 
my example, RAV v City of St. 
Paul. 

In the case of RAV v City of 
St. Paul, A teen was detained 
by police on the grounds of the 
city’s “Bias Motivated Crime Or- 
dinance” after burning a cross 
on an African American couple’s 
lawn. The ordinance was designed 
to prohibit such acts, but the Su- 
preme Court found the ordinance 
too broad. The ordinance, accord- 
ing to Thoughtco.com, prohibit- 
ed “‘(symbols that arouse) anger, 
alarm, or resentment in others, on 
the basis of race, color, creed, reli- 
gion and gender.’” 

So, doesn’t his crime fit pretty 
snugly into that definition? Why 
wasn’t he found guilty of such an 
obvious instance of hate-motivat- 
ed crime? The Court highlight- 
ed the fact that the ordinance he 
was charged upon flew in the face 
of the people of St. Paul’s First 
Amendment rights, and in the 
United States a person cannot be 
found guilty on the grounds of an 
unconstitutional law. For another 
example, it is not against the law 
to disrespect the American flag

by burning it, but many towns 
DO have ordinances against pub- 
lic fires, so in this way lighting a 
flag may be legally constrained. 
In this same manner, the City of 
St. Louis does not have the right 
to arrest someone because their 
motivations and actions are de- 
testable, only if an impartial and 
constitutionally upheld law has 
been broken, and only if the of- 
fender is charged with breaking 
that impartial and constitutionally 
upheld law. This hate speech law 
was too weak because it was too 
broad and could be used to silence 
constitutionally protected speech 
and displays, and thus could not 
adequately punish a legitimate act 
of hate. 

This is the Achilles heel of Hate 
Crime restrictions in the United 
States. The more broad the con- 
ditions of a law, the easier it is to 
refute on the grounds of being un- 
constitutional. The United States 
Constitution provides some of 


the most comprehensive freedom 
of expression in the world. This is 
because the restrictions on speech 
are themselves heavily restricted. 
It is these checks on governmental 
power that are intended to pre- 
vent the silencing of dissidents, 
regardless of their creed. 

Thoughtco records Justice Wil- 
liam Douglas, while reading the 
ruling of Terminiello v Chicago 
1949 explains the restrictions on 
restrictions as thus: 

“Protected against censorship 
or punishment, unless likely to 
produce a clear and present dan- 
ger of a serious substantial evil, 
that rises far above public incon- 
vinence, annoyance, or unrest... 
There is no room under our Con- 
stitution for a more restrictive 
view.” 

In the City of St. Paul case, 
where a young man committed a 
heinous act and should have been 
punished for it, the local ordi- 
nance intended to protect people

“The lack of funds from a de- 
cline in enrollment has also kept 
the marketing budget small. 
“There are five people in the 
marketing department...word of 
mouth is one of the most import- 
ant things we have,” said Glenn. 

“Tt’s our job as students to be 
better at marketing if we’re pas- 
sionate about a subject,” said 
Tannatt, emphasizing the presi- 
dent’s point. 

Students like Hannah Benning 
take that point seriously. As a vi- 
sual arts major, working mostly 
in graphic design, Hannah has 
seen first-hand the impact stu- 
dent enrollment makes. “I started 
back in the fall of 2015, right out 
of high school, and I was in the 
art program. The arts were pret- 
ty big at the time. Ever since the 
graduating class of 2016 there’s 
been a significant decline in en- 
rollment from what I’ve seen in 
classes,” said Benning. This type 
of shift can conjure a great deal 
of fear and spark rumors among 
students that other programs are 
being cut. 

“J think when one arts program 
is cut everybody’s first thought 
is ‘oh, what about mine? When 
[Nathan Miller, Joe Paquin, Han- 
nah Benning] and I went to advo- 
cacy day we were thinking about 
what issues we wanted to talk to 


the state about so we spoke with 
some students. They said that 
they saw that the dance and the- 
ater programs were cut and they 
saw issues with some of the arts 
programs, concern about even 
the music program came up when 
there hasn’t been a threat there,” 
said Tannatt. 

One of the most discussed 
issues among students is the po- 
tential to lose important Northern 
Essex faculty members. Profes- 
sor Brianne Beatrice is one name 
that has come up in discussion 
with students in the arts. 

“To lose someone like Brianne 
would be incredibly difficult for 
the arts at NECC. She’s changed 
so many people’s lives,” said 
Tannatt. Beatrice is the acting 
theater coordinator and a profes- 
sor of performing arts and com- 
munications. 

“There is a decline in the 
availability of artistic pursuits at 
NECC currently since the dance 
and theater program degrees 
have been cut. Right now they’re 
still offering theater classes but 
they’re being offered as elec- 
tives,” said Professor Beatrice. “I 
think students are concerned that 
they will no longer have my ser- 
vices if classes don’t continue to 


” 


run. 


This ties back to the lack of 
student interest in clubs, funding 
changes and the omnipresent is- 
sue of enrollment decline. “I think 
it’s important to get involved in 
the theater by taking classes with 
Brianne and seeing what you can 
do to help. Even something as lit- 
tle as ushering can be a nice way 
to begin getting involved,” said 
Miller, offering a possible small- 
scale solution. This advice has 
not worked to ease the nerves of 
some students in the face of los- 
ing professors like Beatrice. 

Abbey Tannatt commented on 
the possibility of losing staff to 
other opportunities or cuts, stat- 
ing that: “to find someone like 
Brianne who makes you forget 
all of the bad stuff you’re going 
through, someone who makes 
you realize on hard days ‘oh, I 
can be happy in this moment’ be- 
cause of this person, it’s unique... 
you don’t want to lose a person 
like that.” 

President Glenn says he is 
aware of the value of professors 
in the arts, saying that Beatrice 
is a valued asset and that “she’s 
awesome.” Student focus has 
been set on reinvigorating the 
theater and visual arts programs 
to eventually bring back lost ma- 
jors. Glenn agreed that this is a 
very real possibility considering 
the history of majors like hospi-

tality, which was lost and then 
reinstated in recent years. The 
issue lies in the catch-22 that is 
created when a program cannot 
produce enough evidence of suc- 
cess through class enrollment to 
re-establish a major when there 
is not a major to build and attract 
student attention with. 

“Enrollment [in theater class- 
es] is down because the degree 
was cut and now the desire to 
come to Northern Essex to study 
arts is no longer there, which 
makes me concerned,” said Be- 
atrice. 

“T agree with President Glenn 
{on the cyclical nature of certain 
programs], and at the time, when 
this degree was cut, I was not 
the person that was running the 
program. So I was brought in to 
‘teach out’ the theater degree af- 
ter that decision was made which, 
at the time, made sense. How- 
ever as we’ve seen through our 
productions the desire to re-cul- 
tivate a program is there on the 
students’ end, but I can’t offer a 
degree.” 

This can make running classes 
like Summer Theater 117 and fall 
and spring semester theater class- 
es, a challenge. Without students 
in the theater major, and other 
artistically natured majors such 
as dance, the difficulty of filling 
classroom seats increases. 


“T completely understand why 
it was cut at that time. There was 
no active pursuit to enroll stu- 
dents, or educate students about 
what we offer for NECC students 
in theater. If we’re not recruit- 
ing, we’re not going to get more 
people, so at the time it made 
sense. In the past year, that has 
changed,” said Beatrice. 

Of the bottom line, Beatrice 
said this: “I cannot increase en- 
rollment in the theater program 
without a theater degree,” 

Students like Nathan Mill- 
er, Hannah Benning and recent 
NECC production Producer Di- 
erdree Glassford have stated that 
student involvement in the arts 
is absolutely key. Signing up for 
classes in dance and theater and 
making administrators know stu- 
dent concerns are the first steps 
in bringing back lost majors. The 
next step for the theatrically in- 
clined is auditioning for shows 
such as “Almost, Maine” the 
summer theater class’s full-scale 
production and “Stupid Fucking 
Bird” the fall production. Audi- 
tions for “Stupid Fucking Bird” 
by Aaron Posner (a contemporary 
adaptation of Anton Chekhov’s 
“The Seagull”) take place in the 
Hawrlyciw Theater on the third 
floor of Spurk on the Haverhill 
campus noon to 3 pm on June 4.

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Is privacy a thing of the past? 
Controversial actions by Facebook and Sacramento law enforcement 
cause concern over the use and sharing of personal data

Around mid-March, The New 
York Times, The Guardian, and 
The London Oberserver dropped 
the bombshell story detailing the 
controversial dealings between 
social media giant, Facebook, 
and Cambridge Analytica, a po- 
litical and commercial data con- 
sulting firm. 

It was first reported that the 
personal information of about 
50 million Facebook users was 
shared with the London-based 
consulting firm for the purpose 
of exerting political influence. 
Since then, that number has been 
revised to 87 million users. 

Mark Zuckerberg, Facebook 
CEO, has since apologized for 
the actions of the company, and 
promised to make changes in the 
interest of protecting users’ data. 

In a letter posted to Facebook 
on March 21, Zuckerberg wrote, 
“We have a responsibility to pro- 
tect your data, and if we can’t 
then we don’t deserve to serve

you. I’ve been working to under- 
stand exactly what happened and 
how to make sure this doesn’t 
happen again.” 

This debacle has exacerbated 
the already hotly-debated topic 
of cyber privacy and brought the 
issue to the forefront of the fed- 
eral government’s attention, lead- 
ing to two days and over 10 hours 
of testimony before Congress by 
Zuckerberg. 

His promised improvements 
and changes in the interest of pri- 
vacy protection, however, have 
done little to quell the firestorm 
that erupted when the story first 
broke. 

Moreover, it has revitalized 
the larger issue of cyber security 
and data regulation that goes well 
beyond social media platforms. 
Last week, an arrest was made in 
the case of the ‘Golden State Kill- 
er’. Sacramento police arrested 
Joseph James DeAngelo, 72, un- 
der suspicion of killing 12 people 
and raping more than 50 women 
back in the 1970’s and 80’s. 

Despite the obvious relief of

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finally arresting a suspected seri- 
al killer after a more than 40-year 
investigation, some concern has 
surfaced regarding the methods 
employed by investigators to 
catch DeAngelo. 

It turns out that investigators 
used GEDMatch, a publicly-ac- 
cessible third-party DNA data- 
base where people can enter their 
DNA data to find familial match- 
es or learn about their own gene- 
alogical information. 

Investigator Paul Holes en- 
tered the DNA collected from 
the crime scene in the hopes of 
finding a distant familial match. 
After waiting through a few 
possibilities, DeAngelo’s name 
came up and, after performing a 
subsequent DNA test using the 


crime-scene DNA and a sample 
of the suspects discarded DNA 
that came back as a match, police 
were able to make the arrest. 

This out-of-the-box technique 
used to identify the suspect has 
created a buzz about the privacy 
and the use genetic databases. 

According to The New York 
Times that after loading the sus- 
pects DNA profile into the site, 
“would have had to check a box 
online certifying that the DNA 
was their own or belonged to 
someone for whom they were 
legal guardians, or that they had 
‘obtained authorization’ to up- 
load the sample.” 

In a statement released by 
GEDMatch, the company said, “If 
you are concerned about non-ge- 


nealogical uses of your DNA, you 
should not upload your DNA to 
the database.” 

Many worry that actions like 
these, coupled with the ongoing 
Facebook-Cambridge Analytica 
crisis, are signs that the ram- 
pant expansion of technology 
within our society is happening 
too quickly and at the expense of 
personal privacy. 

Arguments against using pub- 
lic DNA databases, say that not 
only didn’t investigators have 
authorization to upload DeAn- 
gelo’s DNA, but his distant rel- 
atives whose DNA was used to 
identify and arrest unwittingly 
became “genetic informants” 
without giving consent. 

The actions undertaken by 
Facebook and the Sacramento 
investigators, although techni- 
cally not illegal or against the 
law, are ethically questionable at 
best, and only add to the highly 
polarized issue data sharing and 
personal privacy.

Love/Sick is a series of vi- 
gnettes (short episodes) depicting 
the highs, lows, and quirks of ro- 
mantic love. The premise itself is 
not particularly original but the 
individual comedic performanc- 
es, if not the onset chemistry of 
the couples, make it a production 
worth the price of admission. 

Tying the stories together is 
the“SuperCenter” a big box store 
where anything from birthday 
cakes to handguns can be pur- 
chased. The store is the setting 
for make out sessions that book- 
end the play. In the introductory 
scene two strangers suffering 
from “obsessive impulse disor- 
der,” an illness that inhibits im- 
pulse control, jump into each oth- 
er’s arms, and begin passionately 
kissing and groping one another, 
before quickly professing regret 
over their actions. They write off 
their behavior as symptomatic 
of their disorder, but continue to 
make out with reckless abandon 
in fits and starts throughout their 
scene. However, in the end they 
find solace in meeting another in- 


dividual suffering from the same 
problem. 

In another scene, Louise 
Weatherbee (Abbey Tannatt), a 
young women preparing for a 
date with her boyfriend is sur- 
prised to find a singing telegram 
man (Aaron Lehner) employed 
by the “SuperCenter” at her door- 
step. She convinces herself that 
this is all part of an elaborate plan 
for her love interest to propose to 
her. When the telegram man hes- 
itates in singing his number she 
quickly becomes agitated and de- 
mands that he carries out his task. 
Suffice to say the message was 
not the proposal she was expect- 
ing. Tannatt does an excellent job 
showcasing her emotional range 
in a particularly short sketch. 
On the play as a whole, Tannatt 
said that “while challenging, it 
was extremely rewarding, and 
the theater department truly came 
together as family, particularly in 
the final weeks. 

In another scene, a young man 
(Benjamin Joyall) surprises his 
boyfriend by showing up to a 
date early. When his boyfriend 
(Armando Belliard-Harmon) is 
not as happy as expected, he con- 
fronts him about the fact that they 
have been dating for a month but 


have not yet even held hands. It 
turns out that his boyfriend suf- 
fers from a sort of emotional dis- 
order where his body shuts down 
when he starts to feel any type of 
serious emotions. This means that 
when his boyfriend tells him that 
he loves him or when he attempts 
to respond in kind, faculties of his 
body shut down. 

The disorders in these two 
scenes lead to humorous out- 
comes but also seem to be rel- 
evant to issues we face today. 
Emotional vulnerability has be- 
come something to fear and avoid 
and the ever-changing rules of 
dating are increasingly muddled. 

The performance, and _ skit, 
non-coincidently that truly stuck 
out was Noah Greenstein’s role 
as Keith, the runaway groom. 
The scene begins with Greenstein 
running onto set with all the man- 
ic energy and desperation of an 
escaped prison inmate. He lends 
the perfect stereotypical set of 
emotions often associated with 
one about to enter into holy mat- 
rimony. 

Marriage is also shown to be 
a problematic state and in one 
scene a bored wife (Caitlin Ken- 
nedey) informs her husband (Troy 
D’angelo-Lombari) that extreme

boredom in a marriage can lead 
to homicide, while in another a 
wife (Sarah Durning) celebrates 
her 35th birthday by asking her 
husband (Ben Joyall) why they 
never got around to having the 
baby they both said they wanted, 
and wonders when they are going 
to finally have the life she was 
planning on. 

Playwright John Cariani may 
not be a household name, his 
most well-known work “Almost, 
Maine” certainly is. While the 
play was not an immediate hit in 
New York City, it has gone on to 
be highly popular, especially out- 
side of the city and has become 
one of the most produced plays in 


history. “Love/Sick” is said to 
be the darker cousin to “Almost, 
Maine” as it utilizes a similar 
tone but is a tad more sarcastic 
and satirical with its humor. 

The set design, is minimalist 
but includes just enough to con- 
vey the differing settings of each 
scene. 

Love/Sick may not be an in- 
novative script, but it offers plen- 
ty of laughter and is engaging 
from start to finish. Any qualms 
one could have with the play are 
much more likely to be directed 
at the clichéd nature of the writ- 
ing, and not the performances 
themselves.

On March 31, 2018 the long 
wait for former NECC coach 
Darren Stratton was finally over, 
when the gambling charges 
brought by the state attorney gen- 
eral’s office in November of 2015 
were dropped. 

Darren Stratton, 45, had 
resigned from his position as 
basketball coach, after charges 
against him were made in 2015, 
accusing him of being involved in 
a multimillion dollar sports bet- 
ting scheme. 

More specifically he was in- 
dicted as one of 33 other defen- 
dants accused of registering bets 
through the phone. 

After the charges, Stratton was 
put on administrative leave by 
Northern Essex and soon after he 
resigned from the program. 

Not only did Stratton leave a 
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20 year career with NECC but the 
players who looked up to him. 

In the Eagle Tribune Stratton 
states, “They were coming to my 
home, they were calling me, (The) 
outpouring of support from my 
players and coaches I’ve coached 
with, coaches I’ve coached 
against, was incredible.” 

NECC alumni Matt James- 
on who graduated as a business 
management major played shoot- 
ing guard for the Knights from 
2014-2016. 

Jameson shared a powerful 
statement regarding Stratton say- 
ing, “I did have Stratton as acoach 
and he was a great guy and a great 
coach. We were like a family and 
I’m very happy that the charges 
got dropped, he didn’t deserve to 
go through all that and now he 
can move on from this and hope- 
fully he’ll get the chance to coach

again. I know he loved coaching 
and I loved playing for him.” 

Jonathan Paulino, 21, is also 
a NECC alumni who graduated as 
a sports management major and 
played for Stratton for two years 
as a power forward and center. 

He also shared kind words for 
Stratton saying, “He’s like a father 
in my eyes, I told him about a few 
changes I thought he could imple- 
ment and he did everything in his 
power to have that ready. When 
he resigned in 2015, I honestly 
didn’t want to play another year, 
but I knew he thought our team 
was special so I took it upon my- 
self to finish the year out strong 
for him.” 

Paulino included that “he was 
the most influential man and mo- 
tivational person I’ve ever met. 
Real, honest and trustworthy.” 

Matthew Lynch, 21 grad- 


uated NECC as a business and 
marketing major and played for 
the Knights for 2 years as a point 
guard. 

He stated that he “knew Coach 
Stratton very well. He took the 
time to get to know each player 
individually, make connections 
and reach out and develop posi- 
tive relationships with everyone.” 

Lynch also continued to com- 
ment on Stratton’s character say- 
ing that he was “a great leader to 
follow. He was always a man of 
his word and someone we all felt 
comfortable putting our trust in. 

“He checked in with advisers 
and made sure the players were 
achieving goals academically.” 

As far as Stratton’s announce- 
ment upon resignation Lynch 
says, “Darren has always been 
transparent with all of us and 
addressed us together as a team 


about his decision to step down | 
and do what’s best not only for : 
his family but for the team. We | 
weren’t sure if we could be the 
same team without his presence 
and guidance however we stuck it | 
out and had an amazing year.” 

Lynch emphasized that the | 
team worked even harder and | 
came to win 17 games as well as 
reach the semi-finals in the re- | 
gional and state tournaments. 

Lynch finalized his comments 
by saying, “ I’d like to personally 
thank Coach Stratton for being a 
positive role model in my life on 
and off the court. Stratton was a 
highly-respected, loyal, knowl- 
edgeable basketball coach who 
spent years providing an oppor- 
tunity and a platform for athletes 
like myself. He is more than a 
basketball coach, he is a life mo- 
tivator.” 


NECC Knights offense ready for playoffs

2 Wie P olayorts just around 
the corner for the NECC Knights 
baseballteam,theoffensehas found 
their stride, and they’re knock- 
ing in runs at a ridiculous rate. 
With their doubleheader 
sweep against Bunker Hill Com- 
munity College, the Knights im- 
proved their record to 19-12. 
That solid record, in large part, 
is due to their high-octane of- 


fense, as they’re averaging 11.4 
runs per game this _ season. 

The Knights started heat- 
ing up in the month of April, 
going 10-3 and _ averaging 
more than 15 runs a game. 

That’s not a small number. 
If this team is able to averaging 
over 15 runs a game, they’re go- 
ing to be making a strong playoff 
run towards the championship. 

The most impressive part about 


the offense is that while they are 
putting up double digit runs every 
game, they have averaged less than 
a home run per game. Their bat- 
ting average however, as a team, 
has been stellar, as it’s sitting right 
at .399, a very impressive number. 

Six of their regular contrib- 
utors sport batting averages 
north of .400, and four of those 
six players are reaching base 
more than half of the time. 


While being able to hit home 
runs consistently is an easier 
way to do damage offensive- 
ly, it also indicates that the op- 
posing pitcher left a hittable 
ball over the heart of the plate. 

In the postseason, hitters 
will be facing more talented 
and focused pitchers, limit- 
ing the amount ofopportunities 
they will have to hit home runs. 

The Knights have shown the 


ability to rely on getting men 
on base, and getting those run- 
ners home any means _neces- 
sary, not just the home run. 
In baseball, teams that make 
deep playoff runs often are the 
teams that get hot hitting the ball- 
heading into, and inthe postseason. — 
The Knights seem to be suc- — 
cessfully following that strategy.
